The Democrats had a 
formidable split in their ranks in the 
independent candidacy of ex-Mayor 
Harrison, but the Kepublicans were 
not better off, owing to the “‘citizens”’ 
movement beaded by Eimer Wash- 
burn. Both Carter Harrison and El- 
mer Washburn, particuiatiy the for- 
mer, polled a vote amazing to the 
straight party politicians. Harrison 
is said to have been given the 
secret support of a large 
numer of wealthy men of the city 
who are backing the World’s Fair. 
His old-time strength with the foreign- 
speaking popylace, especially the Ger- 
mans and Bohemians, also returned to 
him heavily. Elmer VW ashburn’s vote, 
while a surprise to the machine politi- 
cians, Was something of a disappoint- 
mentto his friends, being confined 
more closely than was expected, 

THE TURNING POINT. 

The turning point io the contest was 
to a considerable extent the [rish- 
American vote, and this was exerted 
in @ singular manner. Hempstead 
Washburn’s wife is a daughter of the 
president of the Hibernian Bank, 
aud it having been asserted 
that certain elements were «anutag- 
onizing Washburn solely because his 
wife was a Catholic, a large number of 
Irish Americans, wearying of the fight 
between the Democratic leaders, rallied 
to Wasbburn’s support. 

INDICATIONS AT MIDNIGHT. 

The indications at midnight are that 

aside from Hempstead Washburn, the 


Tother success{il candidates are about 


evenly divided between the Democrats 
aud Republicans. ‘lhe Socialist Mor- 
geu’s vole Was unexpectedly insiguifi- 
cant, about one-eighth of the number 
of Socialists popularly supposed to be 
in the city.

Many Women Vote-The Republicans 
Generally Successful, 
Kansas City, April 7.—(|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Elections were beld 
in Kansas today inal! cities of the 
first and second classes. Although 
without general political significance 
the results of the election are re- 
garded with considerable interest fot 
two reasons: First, because the Cit- 
izenos Alliance bas tickets in the field 
and is fighting all the old parties. The 


Citizens Alliance is really a branch of 
the Farmers Aliiance. Itis organized 
on the same basis and has the same 
objectin view. It 1s composed of that 
element. in cities which would join 


the Farmers Alilance but .for 
the fact that the constitution 
of the. latter = organization 


will, admit none but farmers. 
element has -been organized in cities 
mostiy since the Farmers’ Alliance 
land slide last fall, and this election is 
its first opportunity of showing its 
strength. Much interest is manifested 
in the resuli on this account, 

The other element in tue election 
arene attaches interest to it is the 


fact that women, under the laws of. 


Kansas, are allowed equal suffrage 
with men in municipal elections. It 
has been predicted that after one or 
two experiences at the polls the nov- 
elty of the thing would disappear, and 
with it women’s interest in manici- 
al. politics. This prediction has not 
n fulfiled. On the contrary the 
women’s interest in politics and activ- 
ity atthe polls have increased with 
each election. The registration. of 
women at the present election exceeded 
any former registration. 

ln Kansas City, Kan., the increase 
in registration was smaller than in 
other less metropolitan cities of the 
State, being 750. At Topeka the regis- 
tration lists were augmented by about 
400 new names of women, At Wichita 
| the increase was about 360, at Leaven- 
worth 250-and at Atchison 200. At 
Kansas City, Kan., 1245 women reg- 
|istere', at Leavenworth 2748, in To- 
| peka 2740, in Wichita 2300 andino Atch- 
ison about 1800. 

In Kansas City, Kan., all the candi- 
dates provided carriages to take women 
to the polls. About two-thirds of the 
female vote was cast there. The 
women confined their interest in the 
election to voting, and in only a few 
cases did any of them resort to practi- 
cal activity at the poils. This activity 
was confined to a few citizeus and 
Alliance leaders. 

The numbers of negresses that voted 
in Kansas City, Kan., was notable. 
They marched to the polls with as 
much, if not more pride, than their 
white sisters, and exercised their rights 
of suffrage with the satisfaction pe- 
culiar to their race. 

Dispatches fram other of the large 
cities of Kansas indicate that the vote 
of women compared with their regis- 
tration was proportionate to the male 
vote. Most of the women had their 
tickets prepared at home or at places 
of waiting. and their presence at the 
polls was only long enough to permit 
them to droptheir ballots. Only a few 
female canaidates appeared on any of 
the tickets, and those were for no oflice 
higher than members of the school 
board. 

Returns from several cities show 
that the Citizens Alliance did not cut 
much of a figure, excepting were it in- 
dorsed the Democratic nominees. In 
those places successful in 
electing the ocratic nominees. 
Abilene isthe only city reporting a 
@itizens Alliance victory. 

Returns from Leavenworth show the 
entire Republican ticket elected. This 
is the first Republican victory for six 
years in that vicinity. At Lawrence 
the Republicans were also successful. 
They elected their full ticket, with the 
exception of two members ot ‘the Coun- 
cil elected by the Citizens’ Alliance. 

At Clay Center the Kepublicans de- 
feated the Citizens’ Alliance, and at 
Wichita the Democrats carried every- 
thing.

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THE SHOWMAN GONE. 


Death - of P. T. Barnum at 
his Bridgeport Home. 


He Expires Peacefully Surrounded by 


his Family. 


Conscious and Cheerfal Until Jast 
Before the End, 


His Death Due to Extreme Old 
Age, Not to Disease— His 
Last Request as to’ 

His Funeral. 


By Telegraph to The Times, | 
Bripoerort (Ct.,) April 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The great show- 
mao, P. T. Barnum, died at 6:22 
o’clock this evening in the presence of 
bis grief-stricken family. During the 
period of Mr. Larnum’s illness and 
confinement to his house, which began 
twenty-one weeks ago last Friday, 
there have been frequent fluctuations 
in his condition, from each of which he 
rallied, although in each instance with 
a slightly lowered vitality. The

change for the worse, which occurred 
last night, however, wasso pronounced 
that it convinced his physicians that 
the patient bad not many more hours 
to live. 

During his confinemeat he has been 
down stairs only twice, although sitting 
up much of the time ana being cheer- 
ful and conversationally inclined in hig 
waking moments. 

After the final attack, which cat 
upon him sbortly beforg midnight, 
Barnum suffered a good deal of pain. 
He seemed to real:ze that he could not 
live much longer, and spoke of his ap- 
proaching end with calmness. 

During hia iliness his physicians have 
been careful about administering mor- 
phine or sedatives, through fear that 
they might produce ulterior ill effects. 
Last vight Baruum spoke of this and 
said when ail hope was gone he wished 
to be given sedatives, which would 
allay the pain and make death as 
peaceful as possibile. 

The first sedative was given at 10.10 
this morning, It was understood by 
the patient and family to mean that 
the end was near. Mrs. Bsernum re- 
mained at her busband’s side through- 
out the night. In alternate spells of 
dozing and conversation which showed 
his brain to be as ciear «as ever Mr. 
Barnum passed the hours until 4 
o’clock this merning, when he sank 
into a lethargy, which was acondition 
of stupor rather than natural sleep. 
To rouse bim from this state of uncon- 
sciousuess was ditlicult. 

This forenoon Le rallied somewhat, 
while Rev. Mr. Fisher bent over the 
dying man and spoke to him words of 
spiritual consolation. Mr. Barnum’s 

eyes brighteued ag the scriptural prom- 
ises were recalled to him, and he haif 
nodded his head in assent. Shortly 
after 11 o’clock he took a sedative from 
Dr. Hubbard, and soon afterward sank 
into a peaceful sleep. ‘ 

This afternoon Mr. Barnum sank 
into a comotose condition from which 
itwas evident there would .be little 
hope of bis again rousing to conscious- 
ness. When the end finally 
came it was peaceful, and to’ ail 
appearances painless. The pbysicians 
say that Mr. Barnum bad no organic 
disease whatever, an enfeeblead heart 
for the past few months being due to 
a gradual failure of bis general vital 
powers, resulting from old age. 

In a general way, Mr. Barnum had 
prescribed directions for his funeral. 
He wished it to be private in character 
and uvostentatious.

The octogenarian showman was unique 
The death of Mr. Barnum removesa note- 
worthy and almost classical figure typical 
of the age of transpar nt puffing through 
which modern democracies are passing. 
His nome is a proverb, and will continue to 
be a proverb uotil mankind bas ‘ceased to 
fiud pleasure in a comedy, of an harmiess 
nature and to be wiiiingly deceived.

THE STORY OF THE WOMAN.

When a man walks into a drug store and 
hands over 50 cents for a prescription, the 
most expensive part of which is the bottle 
and cork, he is aptto feel bad. The foliow- 
ing listof expensive drugs, which some- 
times enter into the combination, is given 
by the Chicago News, and would seem to 
indicate that occasionally the drug man is 
liable to lose money:

J used in cases of hydrophobia and lockjaw, 
prepared from a plant called South Awmeri- 
can ludian arrow, is worth about $145 an 
ounce. 

Awong other costly drugs ‘may be men- 
tioned the following, and the ditferent-sized 
bottles and vialsin which they are 
Agaricin, 444 ounces, $43.75; colocynthin, 
ouuces, $114.75; conline nydrochlorate, 

44¢ ounces, £93. 45: cyciamin, 344 ounces, 
$54.04; digitoxin. ounces, $57.40; gent- 
isin, 14g ounces, €91.15; heliotropiv, 6 
ounces, $61.25; dydrastine hydrochiorate, 
63¢ ounces, $194. 80; papayotiv, used asa 
solvent for the diphtheric membrane, 13- 
ounce bottle, per bottle, $189. 50, 

Besides the above there are various prep- 
ayations made from the Calabar bean, the 
cost of which is awazing. They are chieily 
used in diseases of the eye. One is called 
physostigmine alkaloid and costs $137.50 
per ounce vial. Physostigmine crystals are 
siill more expensive, being sold in two 
and a half ounce botties at a cost of $503.15, 
Still another preparation of Calabar is phy- 
sostigmine calicylate crystals, an aristo- 
crafic drug that surely furnishes a fitting 
capsheat for this pyramid of costly stiffs, 
which is furnished to the cousumer who 1s 
able to pay the reasonable charge of $1,310,- 
020 for a two-ounce vial.

‘NATURE OF SMITH’S SERVICES. 


The Ciroumstances Under Which 
He was Employed—What the 

> Representatives Say 
n the Subj :ct. 


The Board of Supervisors yesterday gave 
out the statement which has been-promised 
for several days past, conceruing the en- 
gagement of Aaron Smith as a represen- 
tative of the county at Sacramento during 
the session of the Legislature, and for 
which Smith now demands bis pay. 
Coupled with the statement made by the 
board and which four of the five members 
sign, is a letter from Senator Carpenter 
which throws some light upon the character 
of service Smith has rendered, which is 
also indorsed by Assemblymen Marion and 
Matthews. 

The statement the board makes is as 
follows: 

THE BOARD EXPLAINS. 

On the 28th day of ‘March the Dill of 
Aaron Smith for $482 for services rendered 
the county representatives at Sacramento, 
during the recent session of the Legisiature, 
cand before the Board of Supervisors and 
was allowed. On the presen tation of a war- 
rant from the Auditor for that amount, Mr. 
Smith was refused the money by the County 
Tre.surer. Under these extraordinary cir- 
cumstances the Board of Supervisors appre- 
ciates thata statement of the reason for 
their action is due from them to the tax- 
payers of the cv unty. 

lt must be premised in advance that the 
question invuived isa plain of business 
and does nut concern the personality of Mr. 
Smith, nor the county division scheme, nor 
auy other of the mavy extraneous matters 
with which the discussion has been 
entangied. The action of thé board was de- 
liberate, open and pub.ic, and it feels nuw 
no hesitancy in offering explanations to 
whatever extent they may be demanded by 
the public. 

Harily in January of the present year a 
number of prominent residents of this city, 
who had been ia attetidance upon the Leg- 
isiature at Sacramento, came befure the 
Board of Supervisors and stated that 
various matters were about to be consid- 
ered which would be of vital interest to 
the county. The citizens urged upon the 
board the necessity of sending some man 
to Sacramento to assist our representatives, 
who were hampered by an excess of rou- 
tine business. lt was suggested that the 
laan tu be chosen Should be ene who had a 
thorough knowiedge of the affairs of the 
county, of its tinances, of the duties of its 
officers, and the woikings of its various 
departments; and the name of Aaron 
Smito was offered as that of a man weil 
qualified for the proposed undertaking, 

For a time the board hesitated to act, 
unwilling to put the county to this expense, 
unless it should be absolutely necessary, 
and douptful about the selection of the in- 
dividual who was to serve. While the 
Matter was under discussiun, there camo to 
the board the following telegram under 
date of January 16: |

In the bill as finally -:passed this 
Salary is fixed at #600. ‘hat the county is 
greatly the gaiper by the whole transac- 
tion cannot be questioned by anyone who 
knows the facts. 

The statement th t Mr. Smith was sent to 
Sacramento as a lobbyist against county 
division se reely calls for refutation, or even 
comment. may haye been the 
views of the various members of the board 
on the question of the division of the 
county, there was no eff rt made to further 
these views ‘by the use of the county’s 
money. Mr. Smith was sent to Sacrameptu 
in response to a request from some of our 
leading citizens and to satisty the demands 
of the county’s representatives, The gen- 
eral laws of the State, which prescribe the 
duties of the county supervisors and which 
enjoin upon them the protection of all the 
interests of the county, support the Board 
in its action; and with this plain, brief 
statement of facts it cheerfully and confi- 
dently submits the case to the public,

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- SONCERNING THE ASSERTED USE- 


FULNESS OF MR. SMITH, 


Ten days ago Mr. Aaron Smith pre- 
sented to the Board of Supervisors a 
bill of $482 for services rendered the 
pounty representatives at Sacramento 
furing the recent troublous session of 
the Legislature. Mr. Smith’s demand 
was indorsed by the board, when 
he presented the warrant to the County 
Treasurer, that official -yery properly 
refused to pay it, on the ground that 
it was illegal. 

Yesterday the Supervisors, after ma- 
ture deliberation, issued a statement 
in regard to what they are pleased to 
term “extruordinary circumstances’’ 
of the County Treasurer’s refusal to 
pay the warrant. The board com- 
mences its statement as follows: 


It must be premised in advance that the 
question invoived is a plain one of business 
and does not concern the personality of Mr, 


Smith, nor the county division scheme, bor 
any other of the many extraneous matters 
with which the discussion has been entan- 
gied. The action of the board was delib- 
erate, open and pubiic, and it feels now no 
hesitancy in offering explanations to ghat- 
ever extent they may be demanded by the 
pubiic. 

‘Now, this is a very curious assertion 


-to make, in view of the fact that not 


half a dozen persons in Los Angeles 
knew of Mr. Smith’s engagement, and 
that the, resolution engaging him was 
purpeesiy suppressed from the minutes. 
In reply to an inquiry by a Times 
reporter as to why this minute 
was suppressed, Chairman S. M. Perry 
said on Friday: “lt was deemed 
advantageous at that time not to make 
the fact public, and tor this reason 
nothing was said or written about it.”’ 
This statement does riot agree very 
well with thet of the board, quoted 


above. : 


Whatever the value of Mr. Smith’s 
services to the county at Sacramento 
may have been, there was clearly no 
warrant of law for his engagement. 
But did he perform any extra services 
of value? He was clerk of the Com- 
mittee on Charitable and Reformatory 
Institutions in the Assembly, also 
clerk of the Bruner Investigating Com- 
mittee, for both ot which employments 
he received good galaries. Men who 
were employed in the Capitol say that, 
if he did anything beyond this, they 
were not aware of it, except that he 
was also trying to sell the Courthouse 
bonds on commission. 

The gist of the statement of the 
Board of Supervisors is that the 
responsibility for Mr. Smith’s engage- 


~—ment is upon the representatives of 


Los Angeles in the Legislature— 
Messrs. Carpenter, Mathews and 
Marion. They telegraphed to the 
board saying they needed Mr. 
Smith tuere, and Mr. Carpenter 
bas made a statement to that effect— 
indorsed, ‘‘me-too’’ fashion, by 
the other two legislators — which 
letter the Supervisors append to their 
statement.» Mr. Carpenter takes pains 
to ayoid indorsing Smith’s claim as 
being a legally proper one, but pro- 
tests thatitis “preposterous to sup- 
pose”’ that a representative or Senator, 
attending regular sessions and member 
of several committees, could do clerical 
work, even with the aid of his commit- 
tee clerk. Itis very high and mighty; 
but is itless preposterous to suppose 
that the local Poobah who was clerk 
oftwo committees and doing a com- 
mission business besides, could render 
assistance, ina fourth capacity, to the 
county's representatives to the value 
of $8 a day and traveling expenses? 
The statement of the Board of Super- 
visors is very weak. It makes their 
presentation of the case no stronger, 
while the letter of the acrobatic Car- 
penter makes it, if possible, weaker. 
The mere fact that a “delegation” 
clerk was asked for—even by wire—by 


the three legislators, was no sufficient 


warrant for the action of the Board of 
Supervisors. The legal guide and 
compass should ever be kept in view 
in these matters. Not even the 
joint and potent action ef a Senator, 
two assemblymen, a board of supervis- 
ors and a quadruplex clerk can consti- 
tute sufficient authority for the dis- 
bursement of the public funds without 
authority oflaw. 

We think that Aaron Smith should 
be fairly paid once for all work per- 
formed by him under any proper au- 
thority, but the tarpayers of Los An- 
geles county should not be saddled 


with this unnecessary and uplawfu! 


expense. If it must be. paid, let the 
Supervisors and representatives muke 
a pooland pay it out of their own 
pockets.

FLED FROM’ CHILL 


Arrival of the First Refugees 
From Valparaiso. 


A REPOR®-OF EYE WITNESSES. 


Causes of the Insurrection — The 
Army and Navy—Everything 
in an Uproar—Ts Re- 
sult in Doubt, 


+ 


Alfred. and Frederick Lee, two 
brothers, arrived in» tliis city Friday 
from Valparaiso, Chili, ‘on the bark 
Guinevere, and are now at the Com- 
mercial Hotel, says the San Francisco. 
Call. They are Englishmen by nativ- 
ity, but have resided for rather more 
than twenty years in the Republic of 
Chili, where they were engaged in the 
retail hardware trade. [he unsafe 


condition of affairs resulting from the 
terrible revolt which is uow in 
progress caused them to quit Valpa- 
raiso, and they are the first residents 
of thatcity to arrive since the out- 
break of the trouble. 

Saidthe elder brother yesterday: 
‘The trouble has been brewing for a 
long time, and various causes have 
combined to precipitate the rebellion. 
The finances have been ina most un- 
satisfactory condition, aud this, com-, 
bined with the fact that President 
Balmaceda, whose term of oflice was 
about to expire and who insisted 
no endeavoring to force upon 
the country a successor who was 
known to be his tool, has precipitated 
the revolt. You see, the constitution 
of the country provides thata Presi- 
dent cannot succeed himself, and Bal- 
macedasaw, orthought the saw,a 
way to retain power by naming his 
own successor. 

“Well, of course this caused a howl, 
and the Congress und the navy ob- 
jected to this proceeding and threat- 
ened to oppose any such attempt with 
force. Noone believed, however that 
it would culminate seriously, 
and one of the municipal officers of the 
city, of whom I made inquiries on the 
day preceding the outbreak, ridiculed 
my fears and smilingly informed me 
that there was not a man in the repub- 
lic who would dare to head such an en- 
terprise. 

THE FIRST INTIMATION. | 

“That was on the 6th of January, 
and on the following night the Chilian 
fleet steamed quietly out of the harbor 
under cover of night, leaving the .ad- 
miral on shore, and taking out with 
them the presidentof the senate and 
the members of that body. ‘he next 
morning, however, the fleet advanced 
boldly into the harbor, and anchoring 
under the shore guns sent a manifesto 
ashore, declaring against Balmaceda, 
and calling on all patriotic citizens to 
join them in restoring the iiberties of 


} the country, which they claimed had 


been usurped. The army remained 
with the President, while the navy 
went with the insurgents. 

“The former is a peculiar affair, 
and, as wiil be seen, not greatly to be 
relied upon. Even on paper the en- 
tire standing army ofthe government 
numbers but 5719 men aud 397 offi- 
cers. The troops are included in eight 
battalions of infamtry, one battalion 
of @appers and minegs, three regi- 
ments of cavalry, two regiments of fleld 
artillery and one’ battalion of coast 
artillery. At the time of the outbreak 
of the present revolt these forces were 
distributed as follows; In the north- 
ern provinces, Tacna, Iquique and An- 
tofagasta, two battalions, one regi- 
ment of cavalry and one of artillery; 
near the middle of the country, that 
is, between Valparaiso’ and San- 
tiago, three battalions, two reg- 
iments of cavalry, two brigades of 
artillery and one brigade of coast 
artillery; to the south, three battalions, 
a battalion of sappers and miners, and 
one regiment of cavalry. These fig- 
ures, however, are deceptive, as the 
effective strength of the army is much 
less. For instance, in 1890 it was esti- 
mated at only 2305 men; since, during 
the period from January 1 to Novem- 
ber 1, 1158 privates had deserted, 

CAUSES OF DESERTION. 

*“*What were the causes which led to 
this falling off ? Well, there were two 
reasons for it. In the first place, the 
army organization is extremely faulty; 
and again, there has «a greet deal of 
trouble arisen from the interference 
of petty politicions in the affairs 
of the soldiers. Chili, you see, is the 
only country in the world that unites a 
regular volunteer service with an obli- 
gatory military service. All-members 
of the regular army receive liberal pay 
after the system prevalent in the 
United States. Once enlisted, how- 
ever, the soldier is not held so strictly 
to the duties of the service as in this 
country. By the personal influence of 
friends, by petty bribery and in a hun- 
dred other ways.be may secure his re- 
lease without incurring arrest for de- 
sertion, 

*“*“At the head of the Chilian military 
organization stands a Minister of War. 
Among the foreign residents of Chili 
this minister is known as the most 
‘nomadic official’ in the cabinet. It 
is by no means unusual for a Chilian 
ministry to fall within five or 
six months after its organization. In 
many instances ministers have been 
known to resign within a month after 
having been appointed te office. One 
of the most fruitful causes for this de- 
moralization of the regular service is 
to be found in this fickleness of the 
bead administrator, combined with 
the division of responsibility between 
him and the two inspector-generals. 
The drill maneuver is conducted on 
the most antiquated lines. The cav- 
alry, for instance, follows the. Spanish 
regulations of 1807. On the other 
hand, the weapons of the troops are 
modern. The artillery is supplied with 
Krupp guus of the latest pattern 
while Manolicher riflesof improved 
make are used by the infantry. The 
arsenals and repair-shops are under the 
supervision of German officers. 

CHILIAN MILITIA. 

“The Chilian militia has a nominal 
strength of 45,002 privates and 2119 
oflicers. “ Last year, howeyer, but 1055 
officers 27,000 men could be found for 
duty. All the rest had ‘disappeared,’ 
as they call it wneh a man deserts in 
Chili, The great weaxness of the re- 
cruiting service lies in the fact that 
volunteer firemen are exempt from 
military duty, and the consequence is 
that Chili has the largest.and most 
willing force of volunteer firemen in 
the world. 

“One thing must not be overlooked 
in discussing the army of Obili, and 
that is despite the glaring deficiencies 
of organization, and the wide gaps 
caused hy -desertions, itis vastly su- 
periorin many ways to those of her 
neighbors. The Chilian soldier has 
two inherent qualities which place him 
above all other South Americans, and 
any Europeans for that matter, on 
the battle-field.. He has wonderful 
endurance and few needs. With a 
little water and a few bits of bread he 
is abie to preserve his strength 
throughout forced marches of which 


the European soldier scarcely dreams. | 


‘| During the last wat with Peru he 


showed this Quality of endurance to a 
remarkable degree. Considerable bod- 
of Chilian infantry marched fre- 
quently thirty miles a day. Chilian 
cavalry often covered, marching day 
and night, sixty miles at a stretch. 
The explanation of this exceptional 

hysical energy of the cavalry is to be 
ound in the fact that every Chilian is 
athome on horseback, and that the 
horses have staying powers when on 
the gallop, the only gait the cavalry 
knows, which European horses never 
‘attain to. The common. conclusion, 
however, that the Chilians are weak 
ee their feet because strong-on horse; 

ack is entirely false. Not only is the 
average Chilian horsemen an excep- 
tionally persevering pedestrian, “but 
often the fastest foot courier in the 
world, The regular military couriers 
are frequently able to cover between 
fifty and sixty miles a day, and a Ubil- 
jan private of only slightly ordinary 
running ability has been known, I am 
told, to make, often under a load of 
forty pounds, forty or fifty miles a day. 

BALMACEDA’S POSITION. 

“Such is the army back of the Presi- 
dent, who, before we left Valparaiso, 
was using every effort to increase it by 
pressing men into the service from all 
walks of life. 

“Of the navy I do not know so much, 
but itis fairly good for a third rate 
ues and the best vessels are the 

lanco, Intendente, Huascar and Vil- 
Jarino, all of which were in the harbor 
at Valparaiso when we left. 

“The inhabitants were expecting a 
bombardment at any moment and the 
condition of the city was chaotic. 
Things were in a constant uproar and 
all business, of course, was practically 
suspended. No one dared express an 
opinion, and men who were suspected 
of sympathy with the insurgents were 
thrown into jail by hundreds without 
being given au examination. Martial 
law prevailed everywhere and the 
newspapers were kept under strict 
watch. Evéry line was inspected by 
the authorities, and not a word 
was allowed to go into print 
that wes unfavorable the 
Balmaceda regime. Soldiers cori- 
stantly patrolled the streets, 
both day and night, and the telegraph 
and cable were seized by the government 
to prevent the facts of the situation 
leaking out. In the meantime the 
President was the coviest man in Val- 


and while everyone around 


im was excited he went quietly along 
and declared his determination to hold 
the office until September next, when 
bis time will expire. 

‘When we left things were in such 
an unsettled condition that it was im- 
possible to foresee the end of the diffi- 
culty. No one seemed to have a clear 
conception of what the result might be, 
und both sides seemea confident of 
victory. The principal fighting has all 
occurred since we left, and ours was 
probably the last sailing vessel to leave 
the harbor. We bad a tight squeeze 
in getting out, but we managed to steal 
aboard in the night and the captain 
bribed the naval officers to allow him 
to sail.”’ 


Street Grades. 

Los ANGEPES, April7.—|To the Ed- 
itor of Tur Times.|—Very great harm 
is liable to result from establishing the 
grade of a street tov hastily. It is sel- 
dom that anything is lost by a little 
delay in such matters, but immense 
injury tothe public has been done in 
this city already in many cases, by too 
precipitate action. Some of the estab- 
lished grades in the hill portion of the+ 
town are improper and objectionable 
to the last degree. The difficulty of 
correcting an objectionable grade is 
shown in the ‘Temple. street hill 
case. It is much harder to cor- 
rect a wrong than to avoid it 
in the first place. It is easy enough 
for the Council to decline to pronounce 
a grade for some new street when 
asked for, but when the grade is once 
established, and that wrongfully, the 
injury is either permanent, or only to 
be remedied at infinite trouble and 
immense cost. 

‘The temptation to fix an improper 
grade on a new street is always great. 
‘the property owners along such 
streets are generally poor people, and 
their appeal to be left undisturbed in 
their homes and possessions is fre- 
quently almost irresistable. 1t is 
sometimes really distressing, and 
kind-hearted councilmen yield to it 
witbout realizing that great injury to 
the publieis often done inthat way. | 

An inspection of the grades in the” 
western part of the city leads one to 
inquire who the engineer ‘ould have 
been to recommend them. One would 
say that an engineer must be ex- 
tremely careless of his professional 
reputation to permit his name to be 
connected with some of them, and 
such was the case in 
certain instances. he City Engineer, 
like the City Attorney, is supposed to 
be a man of skill in his calling; and to 
bave some professional discretion. His 
learning and experience in the 
line of his duty should be considered 
paramount to the wishes, of whims, 
of unskilled councilmen. The Council 
may direct him to establish the grade 
of a street, but they have no control 
over the kind of grade to be recom- 
mended. They may suspend the work 
of the engineer, or the City Attorney, 
but they cannot direct how it shall be 
performed. In the performance of 
the work the professional skill comes 
in, and professional responsibility is 
inyoived. The Council have no more 
authority to say what a grade should 
be than they have to go out and make 
the survey. They were elected for ore 

urpose and the City Engineer 
or another. Each has his sphere of 
duty and when one touches upon the 
other confusion is likely to follow. The 
City Engineer cannot spoil a street by 
fixing a bad grade, under the dictation 
of the Council,and throw off the re- 
sponsibility from his own shoulders on 
the ground that he was told to do so 
and so. There is no power anywhere 
to compel him to do wrong profession- 
ally or otherwise, and there is no justi- 
fication he can find for permitting a 
bad grade. Action may be delayed, 
but a wrong action cannot be excused. 


Why? and How Long?.

LEGION OF HONOR CROSSES FOR 
AMERICANS. 


Their Services in Behalf of Interna- 
tional Copyright Appreciated 
Across the Water—A 
Medal for Piatt. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 7.—[{[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Count Emile de Keratry, 
special envoy from the French govern- 
ment, who is instructed to convey 
crosses of the Legion of Honor to two 
distinguished Americans who have 
been prominent in the fight for the 
copyright law, arrived here on Sunday 
from France and is confined in his bed 
suffering from lagrippe. The crosses 
and other similar decorations are us- 
ually bestowed through the consuls of 
the countries conferring the honors, 
but in this instance the French govern- 
ment, after the passage of the Copy- 
right Bill, desired to pay an unusual 
compliment to the American Copyright 
League, and so dtputed Count de 
Keratry to pin the crosses of the Legion 
of Honor upon the breasts of the gen- 
tlemen selected for the distinction, 
namely: Robert Underwood Johnson 
of the Century Magazine editorial staff, 
secretary of the American Authors’ 
Copyright League and of the Joint 
Executive Copyright Committee which 
represented ail the leagues which 
favored copyright measures, and ex- 
Kepresentative William E. Simonds, 
also a leader in the battle just won by 
the friends of copyright. 

.It was originally intended by the 
French government to include Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, but after coming 
to this determination the French gov- 
ernment was informed that the laws 
of the United States debarred a Sena- 
tor from receiving such decoration. 
However, the desire to honor Senator 
Platt bas been carried out in spite of 
this debarment, as Count de Keratry 
is also intrusted with conferring upon 
Senator Platt a handsome medal es- 
pecially designed and struck for the 
occasion which is a gift te the Senator 
from a committee of French literary 
societies who greatly appreciate Pilatt’s 
efforts.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


toe Opinion That Raisin Culture is 


Overdone. 

A Philadelphia fruit-dealer,; F. W. 

Bennett, is quoted by a San Francisco 
‘Call reporter as saying: 
- “If California fruit of all kinds is to 
be sold in large quantities in the East 
this year, the prices asked must be low. 
There was a scarcity of fruit last vear, 
but the prospects for the crop both 
bere and in the Kast are good, and we 
simpiy can’t give liigh prices. Work- 
ingmen’s wages there run from $1 to 
$1.50 per day, and they have to look at 
‘two bits,’ and high prices mean that 
only asmali quantity of fruit is sold, 
I hope growers will keep prices 
low and work off the whole crop, 
and got hold out and have the fruit ou 
their hands. 

‘“*As to raisins there is only one 
thing tosay—the market’ is glutted— 
filled right up. It is too early yet to 
say much about the future, but there 
will be difficulty in getting rid of what 
is on hand, to say nothing of this year’s 
crop, unless prices come down. Ido 
not know anything about the acreage 
planted with raisin grapes in this 
State. 

“The fruits which compete most with 
prunes in the East,’’ Mr. Bennett went 
on, “are dried apples and peaches. 
Ali of these are mainly used for stew- 
ing. I wasin France last year, and 
visited the prune-growing district. It 
is only asmall tract, not larger than 
the Santa Clara Valley, situated in the 
southwest at the foot of the Pyrenees. 
The farms there are cultivated by 
small pegsant proprietors, and each 
one only has asmali number of trees. 
The prunes are soldin the open-air 
markets, which are held usuaily once a 
week at the various market towns. 
The fruit is carried to the markets by 
the wives of the peasants, and you can 
see them on market-day trudging along 
the roads to the town carrying baskets 
of fruit on their heards. At the mar- 
kets the prunes are bought by agents 
of firms, who dry, packand ship them. 

“The reputation of the French 


rst place they have been on the mar- 
ket along time, and havea well-es- 
tablished name, and then the French 
have the secret of drying the prunes. 
French prunes are softer than Califor- 
nian, but the real secretof their im- 
proved flavor lies in the drying. They 
are perhaps better packed, the custom 
ia France being to seal them bermet- 
icaily in tins. California prunes are 
ut up in boxes. Prunes in Turkey, 
ohemia and Servia are dried in a 
Dutch oven before an open fire, and 
they get a amoky taste in the process. 
‘*T was in England last year, and in- 
troduced some California prunes. The 
oniy objection taken to them was that 
they were too sweet. California 
prunes are as good as any on the mar- 
ket. There has been some trouble 
about ‘failures of fruit to come up to 
contract stipulations. For instance, 
contracts have called for fruit running 
sixty tothe pound, and the fruit de- 
liveréd willrun M00. Of course, as a 
rule, there was no difficulty of 
kind with firms of good standing.”’ 


NOB HILL FOLLIES. 


There Is no Comfort In These Over- 
grown Residences. 
{fan Francisco Cau. | 

A morning contemporary announces 
as a matter of newstbat Mrs. Hopkins- 
Searles offers her residence on Califor- 
nia street for sale. It might have 
added, as acompanion item, that the 
Pilgrim Fathers had landed on Ply- 
mouth Rock, There has been no time 
for many years that the Hopkins man- 
sion on California street has not been 
for sale, though, if public rumor be be- 
lieved, the owner has not been dis- 
tracted by many offers to purchase. It 
is, in fact, dificult to conceive who 
could want to become its possessor at 
any price. 

The spectacle of Nob Hill, with pa- 
latial piles crowning its ridge, fills the 
stranger who visits California with 
mild amazement. ‘There are five big 
buildings there which were built as pri- 
vate residences, and which are as unfit 
for that use as could be conceived. 
They were apparently modeled on the 
plan of the palaces of the old world, 
which were erected to be the homes of 
feudal baron8 and their retainers, In 
the middle ages every nobleman sup- 
ported a swarm of dependents. He 
had to find quarters for them, and of 
course his lodgings had to be large. In 
our day rich men do not maintain 
much larger housebolds than their 
neighbors. Individually they cannot 
occupy more than a dozen rooms, and 
as many will lodge all the servants 
they cin employ. More rooms than 
this are of no possible use. Conceived 
in ostentation, their destiny is to 
become lumber closets. In the old 
feudal castles of Europe, the modern 
possessor is lost; it gives him the 
nigktmare to wander through a maze 
of rooms which are never occupied 
save by mice and spiders, and he flees 
to take refuge in a bedroom and parlor 
at club or hotel. It must be much the 
same in the mansions of Nob Hill. 

It they have any destiny, it must be 
to become some day public buildings— 
museums or hospitals. Even for that 
use they would have to be donated by 
their owners, for the:city could build 
suitable edifices for less money than 
they would cost if they were bought. 

_It seems odd that men with the sa- 
gacity required to build a transconti- 
nental railroad and to acquire vast for- 
tunes should not have understood that 
a house thatis too big may be as in- 
convenient as a house thatis too small.

An Ex-Confderate and the Man 
: Who Threshed Him. 

The San Francisco Call, in its gossip, 
“Men About Town,” bas the following lit- 
tle story: 

“] met with a most interesting experience 
a few days ago,” said Judge Fitzgerald jyes- 
terday, “which illustrates the great change 
in sentiment which has taken place among 
the peopie of the North and South respect- 
ing their old differences, On the first day 
of the month 1 was surprised by a visit 
from Gen. Nathaniel G. Harris of Missis- 
sippi, who is here now for his health. He 
is a magnificent specimen of the old Con- : 
federate officer, aud commanded one of the 
famous brigades in the army of Northern 
Virginia under Lee. 

“When be walked into my office he said, 
after exchanging the usual greetings: 
‘Judge, it was just twenty-six years ago to- 
day that I fought the battle of my life. It 
was the last stand that Lee made before his 
surrender at Appumateox, and my brigade 
was cut to pieces. We fought like tigers, 
but it went against us and we saw that the 
eudwascome, The brigade that opposed 
us was badiy cut up.and afterit was all 
over | wrote the General who commanded it 


letter congratulating bim on his bloody 


victory. He replied at once, thanking me 
and complimenting me on my magnificent 
success, 1 had never seen him aad for that 
matter have vever laid eyes upon him. 1 
understand, however, that he is in this city 
and 1 am going to take a louk at him.’ 

“The old Geveral rushed off, but an hour 
later returned breathiessly to my office, and, 
as he threw himself into a chair, he ex- 
claimed, ‘l’ve seen him.’ 

“*Seen who?’ I asked. 

“"Why, John Gibbon, the confounded 
rascal that thrashed me so at Appomatox. 
He’s commanding the Department of the 
Pacific now, and a royal gvod fellow he is, 
too.’ 


“Again the old General started off, and 
an hour or two later in the day I saw the 
two old gray-haired soldiers walking down 
Montgomery street arm inarm. They were 
both talking at once, and witd all the vivac- 
ity of schovul-boys out fur a lark. I stepped 
aside toavoid interrupting them, and as 
they passed around an adjacent corner 1 
could hear them both laughing heartily, pre- 
sumably over some reminiscence of the 
days wnen they faced each other in battle.
